$14,000,000,000 IS 
FOREIGN TRADE 
OF U.S. IN 1920 


New York, Oct. 3.—The foreign trade 
of the United States for 1920 will ap- 
proximate $14,000,000,000, according to 
estimates compiled by the National 
City bank. 

This total compares with $11,000,000,- 
000 in 1919, $9,000,000,000 in 1918 and 
1917, slightly less than $8,000,000,000 
in 1916, slightly more than $5,000,000,- 
000 in 1915, and about $4,277,000,000 in 
1913, the year immediately preceding 
the war. 

Discussing this marvelous growth, 
the bank’s statement says “the ex- 
pectation that we should witness a fall

_ But Viscount Grey’s scheme needs 
acceleration. 

; Free Hand for Sinn Fein. 

_ Instead of giving two years’ notice 
to all Ireland for withdrawal of 
British troops which he proposes, the 
government should at once withdraw 
its agents from those counties which 
already manifestly are under control 
of the Sinn Feiners. This would mean 
withdrawal of every policeman, every

trace of the machinery of government 
l, 

In those counties at any rate there 
would be no further police murders 
nor postal robberies. At the same time 
a very practical lesson would be given ' 
the Irish people as to the full mean- 
ing of self-government. 


No Local Tax Rates. 


For many decades past southern Ire- 
land has been heavily subsidized by 
English and Scottish taxpayers. There 
are’ no local tax rates in Ireland to 
pay either for police protection or for 
education, and Ireland, with a popula- 
tion smaller than Scotland, contrives 
i6 obtain more than double the amount 
received ‘by, Scotland for old age pen- 
sions. By withdrawing from the Sinn 
Fein counties all her machinery of 
government England would throw 
upon these counties entire responsi- 
bility for the maintenance of such 
order as they care for. 

No Military Menace. 

Viscount Grey takes the view, which 
hitherto has been almost universally 
endorsed in this country, that there 
etm be only one army and only one 
mavy for the two islands of Great 
Britain and Ireland.

The C & O. has nearly doubled the turnout of 
repaired locomotives from its shops, increased its 
average freight load nearly three tons per car and 
its car mileage more than four miles a day and its 
unloading record 60 per cent. The New York 
Central lines have increased their movement of 
loaded cars by 15,227 over August, 1919. 
Qhe Illinois Central in August moved a ton 
mileage 28,544,000 greater than in March, 1918, its 
previous high record. Its car miles per day in- 
efficiency shows similar gains, 
Whe Southern Pacific, C. L & W., Rock Island, 
Atlantic Coast Line, Central of Georgia, Florida 
Bast Coast, Xansas City Southern, Santa Fe, St. 
Pagal, B. & A., D. & R. G., and others show similar 
improvement. Latest returns of the American 
Raflroad association for the week ending Sept. & 
showed that the railroads generally had reduced 
car shortage to 104,790 cars, the lowest since the 
strike in April. :

A comparison of freight rates in cents per hun- 
dred pounds between rail routes and inland water 
routes to New York harbor is illuminating. First 
class rail rates from Buffalo to New York are 86, 
ageinst camal and lake rate of 50. All rail to 
Cleveland césts 112, against 91 by water. Al! rail 
to Detroit costs 128, gainst 102 by canal and lake. 
All rail to Minneapolis costs 216.5, against 151.5 
by water. Similar savings on water freights 
against raf) are gained in all classes of freight 
using such routes, 

A large part of this saving is made on the New 
York barge canal. It can be made just as readily. 
on the canal route from Chicago to the Mississipp! 
and on to the gulf. It will mean millions of dol- 
lars in the pockets of Chicago shippers and those 
along the proposed route. It will mean a corre- 
sponding saving to consumers. It will mean a 
contributing resource to Chicago as a world port 
when the St. Lawrence seaway is authorized. It 
will remove the strain on the railroads and im- 
prove their efficiency.
